Report  of  Overseers  of  Poor. 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Toir/i  of  Cumberland : 

Your  overseers  would  submit  the  following  report.  We 
commenced  the  year  with  the  following-  persons  receiving  aid 
or  support  from  the  town.  Olive  Titcomb,  Anna  Merrill,  and 
Minnie  Darling  at  the  Alms  House.  On  the  8th  of  April  Minnie 
Darling  went  to  Mr.  Jordan  Brown's  on  trial  at  which  place 
she  is  at  present. 

We  have  paid  the  town  of  Windham,  $41/24  lor  assistance  to 
B.  B.  Field  and  family  during  the  past  year,  $20  being  for  med- 
ical attendance,  also  paid  C.  T.  Moulton,  M.  D.  $15  for  attend- 
ance on  Joseph  M.  Drinkwater,  for  the  year  18  8(J,  also  paid 
Albert  P.  Drinkwater  $6  to  enable  him  to  go  to  Massachusetts. 
The  net  cost  of  poor  outside  of  the  Almshouse  for  the  year  was 
$62.24.  At  present  there  are  at  the  Almshouse.  Olive  Titcomb 
and  Anna  Merrill. 

ALMS  HOUSE  AND  TOWN  FARM  MATTERS. 

At  commencement  of  year  Israel  A.  Skillings  and  wile  had 
charge  of  the  above  tor  term  to  end  April  !).  1890.  At  the 
close  of  that  term  we  engaged  the  same  parties  to  take  charge 
of  inmates  and  farm  for  one  year  to  end  April  !».  IS!)]  at  a 
salary  of  $.'»f>(>.  We  feel  very  much  pleased  with  their  man- 
agement, they  have  taken  good  care  of  the  poor,  and  also 
worked  for  the  good  of  the  town,  and  wish  that  their  services 
might  be  procured  for  another  year. 
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The  net  expenses  of  support  of  poor  at  Almshouse  1. 
We  took  an  inventory  of  all  stock,  farming  tools,  household 
furniture,  produce,  etc,  at  the  farm  Feb,  17.  1891,  a  sehedule  of

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  year  thai  has  just  closed  has  been  an  eventful  one  to 
the  schools  of  Maine. 

The  law  authorizing  towns  to  furnish  school  hooks,  has 
chamied  the  condition  and  outlook  of  our  schools,  not  a  little. 
It  may  he  too  soon  to  say  just  what  the  effect  of  this  new  law 
will  he:  hut.  if  it  is  wise  to  judge  future  results  by  ]>re>ent 
action,  we  shall  surely  see  bet  tin-  and  more  thorough  develop- 
ment in  our  schools. 

A  want  which  we  have  long  felt,  has  been  a  better  supply  of 
text  bookfl  in  OUr  common  schools.  The  new  law  has  put  it 
within  the  powers  of  the  committee,  not  only  to  S apply  this 
want,  but  also  to  direct  what  each  pupil  shall  study.  \\Y  wish 
that  every  parent  and  citizen  could  have  watched  with  tin1  same 
pleasure  and  interest  that  we  have,  the  waking  up  and  expand- 
ing of  tho  minds  of  tHe  children,  into  whose  hands  the  new 
books  bave  come.  Then  every  dollar  Deeded  to  briny;  about 
such  results,  would  be  not  onh  willingly  but  joyfullj  appro- 
priated. 

We  saj  with  pleasure  thai  never  before,  have  ire  -ecu  and 

MBit  that  the  pupils  in  our  common  ssllooln  were  building  <»n  BO 

good  ami  Btnre  foundation  for  Future  development,  as  in  the 
two  la>t  terms     \\v  asRure  y>u  that  we  tried  with  all  our 
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heart)  to  make  the  best  use  ol*  the  money  which  yon  appro- 
priated for  the  purchase  of  school  books.  We  spent  -lays,  we 
may  say  weeks,  in  carefully  examining  books  before  deciding, 
considering  not  only  the  inside,  but  also  the  binding.  Tf  we 
have  not  got  the  best,  we  think  we  have  as  good  as  can  be 
purchased.  We  selected  three  series  ol'  reading  books.  On 
the  islands,  the  New  Normal.  In  districts  Nob.  1,  '2  and  3, 
Harpers.  In  districts  No.  4  and  •">.  S  win  tons.  We  have  done 
this,  that  wc  might  change  from  one  district  to  another,  and 
thus  give  the  scholars  a  change  in  reading  books  much  oftener 
than  we  otherwise  could. 

It  did  not  cost  a  cent  more  than  one  series  would.  We 
have  put  into  all  schools  on  the  main.  Wentworth's  Arithmetic, 
Eggleston's  Primary  History,  Raub's  English  Grammar,  Hyde's 
Language  Lessons  and  Metcalfs  Spellers.  In  some  of  the 
schools  we  have  put  in  a  lew  copies  of  Wentworth's  Algebra. 
Meservey's  Book-keeping  and  Smith's  Physiology.  When  we 
stood  before  you  at  ourlast  meeting,  and  told  you  that  we 
thought  live  hundred  dollars  would  be  amply  sufficient  to  pur- 
chase all  the  books  we  should  need,  we  did  not  suppose  that 
we  must  supply  the  Institute.  On  consulting  State  Superin- 
tendent Luce,  we  were  told  that  as  our  School  received  State 
aid.it  would  come  under  this  law.  and  that  we  must  do  it. 

We  have  done  so  and  up  to  the  present  term  have  been  able 
to  furnish  all  books  needed.  There  is  now  wanted  for  immedi- 
ate use.  about  twelve  astronomies,  the  same  uumber  each  ofbot 
anies.  geologies,  and  Lock  wood'-  Language  book.  During  the 
year  a  dozen  books  on  political  economy  will  be  needed.  All 
the  above  will  cost  less  than  fifty  dollars.    Within  the  next 

four  months  all  the  geographies  used  in  all  the   schools  should 

come  into  the  hands  of  the  town,  which  will  take  some  thirty 
dollars  for  the  main,  and  perhaps  as  much  for  the  islands- 

From  time  to  time  a  very  lew  arithmetics  will  be  wanted.  We 
think  two  hundred  dollars  will  purchase  all  the  bonks  that  will 
lie  needed  in  both  the  district  schools  and  institute,  for  the  next 

five  years. 


If  the  sum  already  expended  seems  large,  let  us  remember 
that  it  has  been  less  than  one  dollar  for  each  seholar. 

Provision  has  been  made  whereby  we  may  know  where  every 
book  is,  after  it  lias  been  put  into  the  schools.  Before  being 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  pupil,  every  book  has  been  labeled  in 
the  following   manner  : 

PROPERTY  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  CUMBERLAND. 
NO  

RULES.  I.  Teachers  shall  once  in  two  weeks,  at  least,  inspect,  or 
cause  to  be  inspected,  all  books  in  the  hands  of  pupils  and  note  their  con" 
dition. 

2.  By  permission  of  the  teacher  any  pupil  may  take  books  to  his  home 
for  purposes  of  study. 

3.  AH  books  are  to  be  returned  by  pupils  at  the  close  of  each  term, 
unless  special  written  permission  to  retain  has  been  granted  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

4.  Any  scholar  losing  or  materially  injuring  a  book  must  replace  it 
at  once:  otherwise  its  value  will  be  collected  from  his  parent  or  guardian 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

5.  Any  writing  in,  marking  upon,  or  otherwise  defacing  of  a  book, 
will  be  considered  a  material  injurv,  for  which  such  book  must  be  replaced 
or  paid  for. 

reachore  art;  required  to  keep  a  record  of  the  Dumber  of 

every  book  a  pupil  lias.  It  is  evident  that  the  children  are 
learning  a  lesson  of  Carefulness  that  will  be  of  great  value  to 
them  through  life.  Many  of  the  parents  are  deserving  thanks 
for  nicely  covering  the  books  which  their  children  use. 

Another  act  which  bus  greatly  benefited  every  school  in 
town,  both  on  the  island  and  main,  was  the  suspension  of  dis- 
tricts \<>.  7  nml  LS.  Thai  you  may  understand  this,  we  will 
Bay,  first,  the  percent  taken  from  large  districts  was  less;  and 

after  giving  those  districts  where  tin-  children  from  the  sus- 
pended districts  attended  school,  just  what  was  due  them,  the 
remainder  was  divided  equally  among  the  other  lour  districts, 
taking  nothing  for  No.  .1.

Although  some  ol"  our  schools  were  interrupted  by  diphtheria 
and  measles,  the  interest  and  progress  has  been  marked,  and 
will  compare  favorably  with  any  previous  year.  No.  1  was 
taught  by  Mabel  C.  Hall,  who  did  faithful  work,  and  had  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  her  pupils  improve.  No.  2  spring  term, 
taught  by  Luna  DollolV.  Her  untiring  efforts  and  faithfulness 
deserves  much  praise,  and  had  her  services  been  continued,  the 
noble  character  of  her  work  would  have  been  seen  by  all. 
Fall  and  winter  under  the  instruction  of  Irving  Kemp  whose 
work  was  as  the  year  previous.  No.  3  spring  and  fall  terms 
taught  by  Alice  Randall,  one  of  the  finest  scholars  who  ever 
came  to  us  for  examination,  now  attending  Normal  school  at 
Farmington,  Me.  The  winter  term  of  this  district  is  now  in 
session  and  the  pupils  are  doing  finely.    No.  I  spring  term 

taught  by  May  Wilson.  wh08e  work  was  marked  with  the  same 
quiet  completeness  which  we  had  noticed  in  her  as  a  scholar. 
No.  5  has  been  under  the    instruction    of  Cora  Leighton.  The 

fact  that  she  was  employed  for  the  three  terms,  is  all  that  need 

be  said.     No   T  had  a  >hort  term  of  six    week-.     At  OUT  third

visit  we  found  only  one  scholar,  and  conferring  with  the 
municipal  officers,  other  members  of  the  committee,  it  was 
thought  best  to  suspend,  no  fault  found  with  the  teacher.  Mr. 
Littlefield  has  sent  us  no  record  of  districts  8,  9  and  10,  but  it 
is  safe  to  assume  that  they  have  been  successful.  No.  13  also 
had  a  spring  term,  but  for  >ame  reasons  as  given  above,  was 
suspended. 

We  have  given  you  as  briefly  as  possibly,  some  slight  ac- 
count of  what  has  been  done  for  rlc  schools  the  past  year,  and 
is  needed  for  the  present. 

GREELY  INSTITUTE. 

This  institution  has  passed  another  year  under  the  instruc- 
tion and  direction  of  Mr.  Fairfield  Whitney,  and  Mis*  Alma 
Bracket t.  We  have  many  times  spoken  of  their  faithful  and 
efficient  effort  to  do  the  very  best  for  the  students  under  their 
charge.  They  will  be  long  remembered  with  gratitude  by  par- 
ents, citizens  and  students  for  their  pleasant  and  faithful  work 
among  us. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term  Miss  Maggie  Merrill 
took  her  place  as  assistant  teacher.  If  she  is  as  earnest  and 
thorough  as  a  teacher,  as  she  was  a  scholar,  we  bespeak  for  her 
the  highest  success.  We  hope  the  services  of  all  will  be  con- 
tinued. 

The  trustees  are  deserving  thanks  lor  the  good  work  done  to 
the  inside  of  the  building.  The  rooms  which  were  formerly 
almost  a  disgrace  will  now  compare  favorably  with  those  ol 
other  high  schools 

We  have  often  asked,  if  we  were  securimr  the  greatest  good 
for  the  greatest  number  of  our  scholars.  We  again  ask  if  it 
would  not  be  better  to  give  up  the  idea  of  trying  to  lit  .students 
for  college  until  we  have  more  funds,  and  devote  more  time  to 
Knglish  studies.  We  express  these  thoughts,  hoping  to  call  out 
discussion.
